ed, proyed a shock to all. From Mr. 
ayes it is learned that the condition of 
a father took a sudden change early in 
ie evening and rapid dissolution fol- 
wed. 
His sicknoBB had been watched during 
e day and evening by Dr. Hilbash and 
lends of the General, and as is ton- 
ally the case many conflicting rumors 
ere afloat, but an interview early in 
e evening with Rutherford B. Hayes 
ipenred to reduce the facts to a etate- 
ent that his condition was practically 
nchanged.
